Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 9/1 1/09, with respect to claims 1-8, 22-38 
have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections of claims 2 and 28 under 35 
U.S.C. 112 1 st and 2 nd paragraphs, and the rejection of claims 1-8 and 23-38 under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) are withdrawn. 



2. Claims 1-8, 23-44 are allowed. 

3. Camarda et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,578,003 discloses steps of retrieving by a computer 
system pharmacy claims from a pharmacy claims database (Col. 7 lines 1 1-20) and 
processing by the computer system said pharmacy (Col. 6 lines 34-44); (2) processing said 
pharmacy claims to identify any compliance medications prescribed to said individual (Col. 6 
lines 36-37; and generating a compliance medication score (Col. 7 lines 57-62). 

Prasad et al. U.S. Patent No. 7,444,291 discloses calculating a chronic condition score 
("burden of illness score" in col. 1 1 lines 54-60; col. 14 lines 25-28. Iliff U.S. Patent No. 
6,468,210 also recites generating a disease score. 

Pollak et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,410,335 and Kamijo U.S. Patent No. 7,136,055 disclose 
generating a risk index. 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Art Unit: 3626 Paper No. 20091 229 

The prior art does not however employ well known techniques or variables readily 

available in the art to generate the claimed scores and index in such a way that would be 

obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. The claims are therefore allowable.
